WATae  2UPPLIES. 
'Me GUality of the Borough water supply is quite satisfactory. 


Pureme tie year the Ministry of Health sanctioned the laying 
or some 34 miles of 9" internal diameter water main between Snowshill 
end Broadway Reservoir. This should help considerably during the 
times Os year wien the yield from the gravitational supplies is low. 
Worm on the laying .of the main was not, however, commenced before 
Peewee Or 1 be year as the starting date allotted by the Midland 
Regionel Building and Engineering Board is lst March, 1940. 


Bacteriological examination and chemical analyses are taken 
monthly and ere uniformly satisfactory. 


There is no evidence of any plumbo-solvent tendency. 


ASe previously reported all houses in the Borough ere supplied 
by piped water and no stand-pipes are in use for domestic supply. 


Work on the proposed extension to the Sewage Disposal Works 
has not beeiu proceeded with owing to the shortage of materials and 


labour. Provisional approval hes already been given by the 
Ministry. 
HOUSING. 


Since the end of the War 36 permanent houses and 29 temporary 
bungalows have been erected in the Borough and another 62 are due 
a . Sie Ln ‘a 
fOr Completion by the end of 19406. 


The totel number of Council Houses built since the first War 
up to thé end of 1947 is 567. 


Future schemes envisaged are as follows:- 


1) A new housing site at Peewit Road, Hampton, to take 94 
permanent prefabricated houses. 


2) A complete new neighbourhood unit at Fairfield comprising of 
246 Council Houses, 20 private houses, 1 hostel, 1 nursery 
school, 1 public house, 4 shops and garages, church site, 
playing field, tennis courts, bowling green and allotments.
